To the Honorable, the Forty-first General Assembly of the State of 

Missouri: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to transmit herewith a report of the 
financial transactions of the State, as disclosed by the books of this 
office, for the biennial period ending December 31, 1900. 

We still have in our hands the sum of $1,981.75, collected under 
the "Universitv Endowment Tax'' law. As this law has been declared 
unconstitutional by our Supreme Court, we are compelled to hold the 
above amount until some disposition is made of it by the Legislature. 
We would recommend that you enact a law, authorizing the Fund 
Commissioners to credit it to the Seminary, School or Revenue Fund. 

We call your attention to Section 10,529, R. S., 1899, and ask its 
repeal. It is not only impracticable, but is in conflict with the pro- 
visions of Section 7404, Chapter 104. 

In submitting this, my last biennial report, it is with much pride 
that I call your attention to the improved condition of our finances, 
as evidenced by the large balances in the various funds. This con- 
dition has been brought about by economical administration, the rig- 
orous enforcement of our beneficent laws, the celerity with which the 
people have paid, and the county collectors have collected and re- 
mitted the taxes due the State, and by the earnest and faithful dis- 
charge of every duty incumbent on the public servants of the State.

the Governor and Attorney-General, and Is on file in the office of the said Treasurer; 
said first party, as Treasurer aforesaid, agrees to deposit with the said second party, 

the of , Missouri aforesaid, twentieths of all the 

moneys and public funds belonging to the State of Missouri, or held in trust by said 
State, or that may, during the continuance of this contract, belong to or be held in 
trust by said State; which are now, or may during the continuance of this contract, 
required by law to be paid Into the State Treasury, for any purpose whatsoever. 

Section 2. Said second party agrees to allow interest on daily balances of such

As security for the safe-keeping and payment of said deposits, wh^n 
demanded by said Treasurer, on his checks or by other lawful authority, said second 

party agrees to give a personal bond of ($ ), said bond 

to be approved by the Governor and Attorney -General, and to deposit from time to 
time with the State Treasurer, or such bank, trust and safe deposit company In New 
York or St. Louis as may be agreed upon by the Treasurer and the. Governor and At-

General, may require, and the party of the second part shall give, such additional 
security as shall be satisfactory to said Governor, Attorney-General and Treasurer. 

Section 5. Whenever the amount of bonds so held in trust shall be in excess of 
the amount of money on deposit with said second party, said Treasurer, or his suc- 
cessor or successors in office, with the approval of the Governor and Attorney-General, 
shall, if so requested by said second party, authorize and direct the bank, trust or safe 
deposit company holding such bonds on deposit to reduce the total value of bonds on 
deposit to an amount equal to the amount of money on deposit with said second party;

ing that the bonds given as security for the safe-keeping of the funds deposited with 
all of the State depositories are actually in the vaults of the bank, trust or safe de- 
posit company selected for their safe-keeping.

APPROPRIATION BY CONGRESS. 

FOR THE MORE COMPDETB ENDOWMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF COL- 
LEGES FOR THE BENEFIT OP AGRICULTURAL. AND MECHANIC ARTS. 

• In 1890 the following: law was enacted by the United States Congress. approvccT 
August 30, 1890, to- wit: 

AN ACT to apply a portion of the proceeds of the public lands to the more complete 
endowment and support of the colleges for the benefit of agriculture and the 
mechanic arts established under the provisions of an act of Congress, approved 
July 2nd, 1862. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representative 8 of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That there shall be and hereby is annually appropriated, 
out of any money In the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, arising from the sales 
of public lands, to be paid as hereinafter provided, to each State and Territory, for 
the more complete endowment and maintenance of colleges for the benefit of agricul- 
ture and the mechanic arts now established or which may be hereafter established, in 
accordance with an act of Congress approved July 2nd, 1862, the sum of fifteen thou- 
sand dollars for the year ending June 30th, 1890, and an annual increase of the amount 
of such appropriation thereafter for ten years by an additional sum of one thousand 
dollars over the preceding year; and the annual amount to be paid thereafter to each 
State and Territory shall be twenty-five thousand* dollars to be applied only to instruc- 
tion in agriculture, the mechanic arts, the English language and the various branches 
of' mathematical, physical, natural and economic science, with special reference to 
their applications in the industries of life, and to the facilities for such instruction. 
Provided, that no money shall be paid out under this act to any State or Territory 
for the support and maintenance of a college where a distinction of race or color Is 
made in the admission of students, but the establishment and maintenance of such 
colleges separately for white and colored students shall be held to be a compliance 
with the provisions of this act, if the funds received in such State or Territory be 
equitably divided as hereinafter set forth: Provided, that In any State in which there 
has been one college established in pursuance of the act of July 2nd, 1862, and also in 
which an educational institution of like character has been established, or may here- 
after be established, and is now aided by such State from its own revenue, for the 
education of colored students in agriculture and the mechanic arts, however named 
or styled, or whether or not it has received money heretofore under the act to which 
this act is an amendment, the Legislature of such State may propose and report to 
the Secretary of the Interior a just and equitable division of the fund to be received 
under this act between one co*llege for white students and one institution for colored 
students, established as aforesaid, which shall be divided into two parts and paid 
accordingly, and thereupon such Institution for colored students shall be entitled to 
the benefits of this act and subject to its provisions, as much as it would have been 
if it had been included under the act of eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and the

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fulfirment of the foregoing provisions shall be taken as a compliance with the provi- 
sions in reference to separate colleges for white and colored students. 

Sec. 2. That the sums hereby appropriated to the States and Territories for the 
further endowment and support of colleges shall be annually paid on or before the 
thirty-first day of July of each year^ by the Secretary of the Treasury, upon the 
warrant of the Secretary of the Interior, out of the Treasury of the United States, to 
the state or territorial treasurer, or to such officer as shall be designated by the laws 
of such State or Territory to receive the same, who shall, upon the order of the 
trustees of the college, or the institution for colored students, immediately pay over 
said sums to the Treasurers «f the respective colleges or other institutions entitled 
to receive the same, and such Treasurers shall be required to report to the Secretary 
of Agriculture and to the Secretary of the Interior, on or before the first day of Sep- 
tember of each year, a detailed statement of the amount so received and of its dis- 
bursement. The grants of moneys authorized by this act are made subject to the 
legislative assent of the several States and Territories to the purpose of said grants: 
Provided, that payments of such installments of the appropriation herein made as 
shall become due to any State before the adjournment of the regular session of the 
legislature meeting next after the passage of this act shall be made upon the assent 
of the Governor thereof, duly certified to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 3. That if any portion of the moneys received by the designated officer of 
the State or Territory for the further and more complete endowment, support and 
maintenance of callages, or institutions for colored students, as provided in this act, 
shall by any action or contingency be diminished or lost, or be misapplied, it shall 
be replaced by the State or Territory to which it belongs, and until so replaced no 
subsequent appropriation shall be apportioned or paid to such State or Territory; and 
no portion of said moneys shall be applied directly or indirectly, under any pretense 
whatever, to the purchase, erection, preservation or repair of any building or build- 
ings. An annual report by the President of each of said colleges shall be made to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, as well as to the Secretary of the Interior, regarding the 
condition and progress of each college, including statistical Information in relation 
to its receipts and expenditures, Its library, the number or its students and professors, 
and also as to any improvements and experiments made under the direction of any 
experiment stations attached to said colleges, with their cost and results, and such 
other industrial and economical statistics as may be regarded as useful; one copy of 
which shall be transmitted by mall free to all other colleges further endowed under 
this act. 

Sec. 4. That on or before the first day of July in each year after the passage of 
this act, the Secretary of the Interior shall ascertain and certify to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, as to each State and Territory, whether It Is entitled to receive' its share 
of the annual appropriation for colleges, or of Institutions for colored students, under 
this act, and the amount which thereupon each is entitled, respectively, to receive. 
If th« Secretary of the Interior shall withhold a certificate from any State or Territory 
of its appropriation, the facts and reasons therefor shall be reported to the President, 
and the amount Involved shall be kept separate In the Treasury until the close of the 
next Congress, In order that the State or Territory may, If It should so desire, appeal 
to Congress from the determination of the Secretary of the Interior. If the next Con- 
gress shall not direct such sum to be paid, it shall be covered into the Treasury. And 
the Secretary of the Interior is hereby charged with the proper administration of this 
law. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Interior shall annually report to Congress. the 
disbursements which have been made in all the States and Territories, and also whe- 
ther the appropriation of any State or Territory has been withheld, and if so, the 

reasons therefor. 

* 

Sec. 6. Congress may at any time amend, suspend or repeal any or all of the 
provisions of this act.

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By an act of the Ijegislature of Missouri, approved March 13, 
1891, the State Treasurer is authorized to receive from the Treasurer 
of the United States the money granted to this State under the fore- 
going act of Congress, and to apportion the same to the State Uni- 
versity and Agricultural College and the Lincoln Institute, accord- 
ing to the enumeration of white and colored children of school age in 
the State, as furnished by the Superintendent of Public Schools. This 
act was amended in 1899, and Section 10,533, under which the distri- 
bution for 1900 was made, i>rovides for the distribution of the annual 
appropriation, as follows: One-sixth (^) thereof to the benefit of the 
Xincoln Institute, and one-fourth (J) of the remainder to the Treas- 
urer of the School of Mines at Holla, and the remainder to the Treas- 
urer of the State University for the benefit of the Agricultural Col- 
lege.
